James Duncan, the secrétary and treasurer of the 
Granke Cutters’ National Union, spent years in cutting 
out cemetery monuments, granite statues and building 
blocks before he was chosen as the leader of the Granite 
Cutters’ Union, and he tells me he can make more money 
today polishing granite than by acting as the sercetary 
Lot his union. I asked him something about the granite 
business of the United States. Said be: 

“The granite industry represents hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars. Its chief center is in New England, 
dut it is carried on in nearly every part ot the country. 
You will find our men at the quarries and in the shops 
of almost every city. Their work is in every cemetery 
and their buildings everywhere. Nearly all the gov- 
ernment, State and municipal buildings are granite. The 
$14,000,000 Pennsylvania depot, which is about to be 
built in this city will be of granite, and 
the greater part of the $30,000,000 worth of public build- 
ings, which they have decided to put up in Washington 
in the near future will be granite structures. We have 


“But, Mr. Duncan,” said I, “do not the members of 
your trade cut other stones than granite?” 

“No,” was the reply. “The granite cutter has a trade 
of his own. There is as much difference between him 
and the soft-stone cutter as there is between the shoe- 
maker and the tailor. The soft-stone man shapes his 
work with chisels of soft steel, which he pounds with u 
wooden mallet. He owns his own tools and carries 
them from job to job. The granite cutter works with 
the finest steel. He uses a steel hammer. He does not 
own his own tools, and he is ready to work with tools 
or machines as his employer directs.

An auction sale of gold coin is held every Saturday, and 
the premium runs from seven to forty per cent., accord- 
ing to the demand. On the day this was written the 
premiums on the sale of gold here amounted to over 
$400, which meant that the merchants of Valparaiso bad 
to pay that much above very stiff duties, ranging from 
thirty-five to sixty per cent. of the value of their goods.

It is worth noting that 
this man refuses to make anything by his discoveries, 
contenting himself with a modest annual pension of 
$1299 from the Danish government. 

“In a word, medicine is on the threshold of its new 
era. If the doctor of today could look forward fitty 
years at the methods of diagnosis and treatment which 
will then be in full activity, he would probably fail to 
understand a single maneuver. No serums, no vaccines, 
né antitoxins, no hypodermic syringes, no morphia, no 
coal-tar poisons, and no basement with caged rats, 
starved cats and poisoned dogs.

The subject of the Christ is undoubtedly the grea'- 
est that has ever been handled in art. The most val- 


painted by Raphael, the artist whose religious 
are most beautiful of all, especially his pain 
Chriat child. 

The first four or five centuries of the Christian 
ga ve the world very little in religious painting. 
some rude paintings in the catacombs of Rome, a!- 
most rubbed out now by Time, the great 
There are a few fragments of mosaic work in 
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they show the beginning of an art that was, and is, of 
the greatest value to the art student. 

The church at this time, about the sixth century, was 
all in all to the people, and the building of cathedrals 
called for the artist's work to beautify them. For these 
decoratons, scenes in the life of Christ were chosen and 


worked out in mosaic, in carving, and in painting. The * 


many, many beautiful pictures of the Mother and Child 
are the result of this desire to adorn the churches. All 
of the Scripture story is told over by the artist's brush; 
we read it on wall and in carving, from canvas and mo- 
saic. Raphael has given us, besides his wonderful Ma- 
donnas, the frescoes in the Vatican called the Bible. 
Michael Angelos “Last Judgment” and “The Entomb- 
ment” are among the most noted paintings in the worid, 
and the list is far too long even for mere mention. 

Le Rolle’s “Arrival of the Shepherds,” published on 
this page at Christmas time, will be remembered; Guido 
Reni. who painted the “Aurora,” made also a very fine 
“Jesus and John,“ and we cannot mention the names 
of Glotto, Titian, Leonardo da Vinci, Del Sarto, Cor- 
reggio, or that monk, Fra Angelico, who, it was 
painted on his knees, without remembering the life of 
Christ told in their art. 

But while the pictures of all the other 
the Bible story were common, there were few of the res- 
urrection. At first this scene was represented by ‘he 
appearance of Christ to Mary Magdalen, and the first 
artist to attempt to show the actual resurrection wis 
Giotto, Who, in 1306 adorned the walls of a church in 
Italy. Fra Angelico followed, and in several different 
pictures he has chosen this theme. 

Ghiberti’s “Gates of the Baptistery,” at Florence, 
show the life of Christ in twenty scenes, and this is 
one of the important early examples of the resurrec- 
tion. 

Tintoretto painted this scene a number of times; u 
best work is in the frescoes of a church at Venice. 

Durer has a striking representation of it. in the 
Pitti gallery at Florence is one by Fra Bartolommeo.

CURIOUS TRAPS. 


INTERESTING METHODS EMPLOYED TO SECURE 
WILD ANIMALS FOR THE Z00o. 


{London Daily Mail:] At this season of the year 
about eighty animals and birds; on an average, are sub- 
mitted to the authorities of the Zodlogical Gardens: in 
the summer, as a rule, about 200 of various kinds arrife 
monthly. Needless to say, the whole are not kept; oth- 
erwise in a very short time the Zoo would bebome 
greatly overstocked. 

Different methods are used to entrap these animals. 
and.in many parts of the world the natives make a 
special study of the art of trapping. without causing in 
jury to the animals when they are caught. A pecullarly 


| is a captive. 
ingenious trap is employed to snare the ferocious tiger, | 


in great peril from the ravages of the wolf, construct 
a most ingenious trap for thefr enemy. It is square, and 
the sides and roof are made of ice, while the front is 
also of ice, and slides up and down in grooves. 

The method of catching monkeys as practiced in 
South America is most curious. Realizing that the 
monkey is one of the greediest of animals, the trapper

Tue neck 
of the bottle is just sufficiently large to enable the mon- 
key to get in its hand unclasped, but when once it bas
